Personal perspective

Better race horses are to come 



Don Litz is a local bloodstock agent 
and stallion syndicate manager. 


Xn these days of doom and gloom, 
it's hard to find someone who has 
something positive to say about the 
horse business. Count me as a charter 
member of a small club called the 
BRHTC—Better Race Horses are To 
Come. 

Since the late 1980s, breeders who 
have chosen to take a stand and weath¬ 
er the storm have done so by system¬ 
atically culling their horse operations. 
They have made use of many tools— 
auction, sire and broodmare produc¬ 
tion statistics; dosage, nicking, bio¬ 
mechanical measuring and other such 
data that are now easily accessible. 

Mares are now kept in production if 
they are young enough to deserve a 
chance, and were either profitable on 
the race track or have the bloodlines 
and conformation which translate into 
the likelihood of successful offspring. If 
these mares, after two or three foals, 
still leave their breeders wondering— 
down the road they go. 

The race track is the great definer of 
excellence. The horse who earns the 


most money in the fewest starts is by 
and large the best candidate for the 
breeding shed. This was anything but 
the practice in the early '80s. 

Why? 

It goes back to the old saying—easy 
come, easy go. During the 1980s, the 
politicians in Washington gave favor¬ 
able tax treatment to help stimulate the 
economy. Some areas were given pref¬ 
erence over others. That caused a rush 
of capital into the horse industry, 
among others. When Uncle Sam of¬ 
fered to pay for part of our investment 
through more rapid depreciation and 
investment tax credits, it created an ur¬ 
gency to spend money. Consequently, 
horse investors were induced to make 
less cost-effective decisions. 

We bred virtually any filly, irrespec¬ 
tive of conformation or racing ability, to 
any stallion with the same dubious 
prospects. We ended up with a foal 
population that far exceeded the de¬ 
mand. This population was made up of 
the poorest product imaginable. 

It has been suggested that tax fair¬ 
ness needs to be reconsidered. As 
David Freshwater, of the University of 
Kentucky, so effectively stated in a let¬ 
ter to the Thoroughbred Times (April 3, 
1992, page 18): 'This is hardly the 
point. The question that needs to be 
asked is whether any industry that re¬ 
lies on tax preferences as a major factor 
in investment decisions can be seen as 
having long-run profitability or stabil¬ 
ity. The problems of real estate and 
Thoroughbred industries arose to a 
great extent because the tax code cre¬ 
ated investment incentives that were 
not compatible with underlying supply 
and demand conditions. The glut of 
commercial buildings now on the mar¬ 
ket reflects decisions that were influ¬ 
enced by short-term tax-minimization 
considerations. A similar glut of Thor¬ 
oughbreds and supporting infrastruc¬ 
ture took place in the same period. In 
each case, too many investors assumed 
that prices would always increase, in 
part because the tax code would contin¬ 
ue to attract new participants. 


"In an environment where changes 
in the tax code have a major influence 
on the pattern of new investment, there 
is likely to be a surge of hot money that 
seeks the most profitable after-tax in¬ 
vestment strategy. This money rolls 
from sector to sector as relative benefits 
shift. There will also be intense compe¬ 
tition to alter the tax code to 'help im¬ 
portant but disadvantaged sectors.' 
The net effect is instability and uncer¬ 
tainty, neither of which is good for the 
long-term health of any industry." 

So . . . What is to come in the 1990s? 

The real question for the horse rac¬ 
ing industry in this decade is: How can 
it best serve and please the consuming 
public? Before the 1980s, horse racing 
was practically the only legal betting 
game in town. There were very few 
other forms of legalized gambling, and 
pari-mutuel betting had what 
amounted to a quasi-monopoly. If you 
were a gambler and wanted to bet legal¬ 
ly, either you flew to Las Vegas or you 
went to the race track. In effect, the 
tracks had a captive audience. 

Today, with the advent of many oth¬ 
er forms of legalized gambling, such as 
dog tracks, lotteries and riverboat gam¬ 
bling, the pari-mutuels have lost their 
hold on their clientele. But they have 
not yet shaken off the complacency and 
lethargy which marked their "legally 
protected" status of earlier decades. 

They have to compete for the bet¬ 
tors' patronage, and this puts horse rac¬ 
ing and betting in a totally new light. 

What is unique about the horse rac¬ 
ing industry, and what can be done to 
attract people to the race tracks in ever- 
increasing numbers? If these questions 
cannot be answered, and the answers 
successfully implemented in the com¬ 
ing decade, then the future of the horse 
racing industry is indeed dim. Race 
tracks need to be made "user friendly." 
The uneducated public must be famil¬ 
iarized with the horse. 

What we need are new marketing 
strategies which seek to capitalize on 
the uniqueness of the Thoroughbred. 
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Tracks need to be revamped so as to 
allow the bettors to visually and physi¬ 
cally connect with the horses and jock¬ 
eys. If this means opening the paddock 
area to the public, so be it. It may also 
mean providing picnic and recreational 
areas for the bettor and his family. 
(Why not provide free pony rides for 
the children?) Anyone can bet on a lot¬ 
tery number from his or her home, but 
only at the race track can you experi¬ 
ence the thrill of seeing your betting 
interest saddled up, starting from the 
gate, winning and rewarding your $2 
bet. 

What a wonderfully captivating ex¬ 
perience! 

In short, we need to sell our product 
to the betting public. If this can be done 
successfully, the horse racing industry 


will thrive. As attendance at the tracks 
expands, pari-mutuel betting will in¬ 
crease. And the tracks themselves will 
become more profitable, in turn attract¬ 
ing better horses. Bettors will have a 
better quality of horse to wager on, and 
owners and breeders will be rewarded 
by having a greater chance of a profit 
from their investments. Everyone will 
benefit if that happens. 

I believe that with lots of hard work, 
forethought, planning and imagina¬ 
tion, horse racing can be the success of 
the 1990s. We're on the right track now 
as better horses are emerging from the 
pipeline. That's why I'm optimistic. 
BRHTC—Better Race Horses are To 
Come.

July/August 1992 
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Pennsylvania-bred Derby winner 
has ventured far from home

Anything I've ever done. I've had to work hard 
to do," says Lawrence I. Littman, a ninth-grade drop¬ 
out who made a fortune manufacturing sensing de¬ 
vices used in the steel industry. 

Make that almost everything. 

Littman, a native and longtime resident of Phila¬ 
delphia, Pa., didn't put a tremendous amount of effort 
into buying a 2-year-old filly named Eileen's Moment, 
in a private transaction, back in 1984. 

He didn't lose a lot of sleep when the filly (by For the 
Moment) retired as a maiden after six starts, earning a 
meager $570. 

And he had no grand design when he mated 
Eileen's Moment to At the Threshold (stud fee $6,500) 
in 1988. 

Imagine Larry Liftman's surprise when that run-of- 
the-mill venture earned him a place in history as the 
breeder of the winner of the 1992 Kentucky Derby. 

One week after Lil E. Tee carved his initials into the 
most sought-after prize in American racing, becoming 
the first Pennsylvania-bred ever to achieve that feat, 
Littman was still in shock. 

"This shouldn't be taken out of context," warned 
the man who watched on television in Florida as the 
colt he bred and sold privately as a yearling for $2,000 
charged down the long stretch at Churchill Downs and 
registered his superiority over 17 3-year-old rivals. 

The barely possible had become reality: A16-1 long- 
shot, Lil E. Tee finished a length in front of runner-up 
Casual Lies, who fought gamely to the end. The third- 
place finisher. New Jersey-bred Dance Floor (of Ham¬ 
mer fame), was more than three lengths back. Arazi, 
the European sensation returning to the scene of his 
1991 Breeders' Cup Juvenile-Gl triumph, could do no 
better than eighth, as odds-on favorite. 

Lil E. Tee's breeder was almost as unprepared for 
what happened next. The phone calls, the interviews, 
the hints that he might be a just-waiting-to-be-discov- 
ered modern-day, Mid-Atlantic Federico Tesio. "Some 
people have taken it out of context, that I'm some kind 
of great breeder, not somebody who just got lucky," he 
says with apparently genuine modesty. "If I were so 
great, would I have sold the colt for $2,000?. . . Obvi¬ 
ously, I wouldn't have sold him at all. Take your choice: 
Larry Littman is either: 1) a fabulously intelligent 
breeder of Thoroughbreds; 2) the dumbest guy in the 
world." 

Neither, you assume, is true. 

Lil E. Tee's length score over Casual Lies made him the 
first Pennsylvania-bred to succeed in the run for the 
roses, but breeder Larry Littman maintains perspective.

The most wonderful thing about what happened to 
Larry Littman is that it really could happen to any¬ 
one—anyone extraordinarily hard-working, smart and 
lucky. 

Littman, 61, recalls how he started out in the horse 
business eight years ago: "1 was retired, out of work for 
the first time since I was 10 years old. My wife and I 
went to Florida. After three weeks, she said I don't care 
what you do, just do it outside the house. So I opened a 
new office in Philadelphia, and set out to find a busi¬ 
ness." 

Horse racing had always appealed to Littman. "Be¬ 
fore I had horses I used to go maybe once a week. I

went as a fan, not just for the gambling part of it, but 
because I loved to watch the horses run. I said to my¬ 
self—'I could do that. I have the money now. I could 
buy some race horses.' " 

Through his friend Stanley Joselson, a successful 
New Jersey breeder and owner whom Littman knew 
from his country club, Littman met the late trainer 
Dennis (Goose) Heimer. 

Heimer, a leading trainer at Philadelphia Park, was 
Littman's major advisor until his sudden death from a 
heart attack in September, 1989. He managed to steer 
Littman in the right direction, although—racing being 
what it is—there were some exciting twists along the 
way. 

As Littman tells it: "The first thing Goose did was 
take me to the (1984) Keeneland July sale. I got broken 
in good, watching people buy $10 million horses. My 
budget was $400,000. Goose picked out ten or 12 possi¬ 
bilities, and we went and had a ball. We bid on a few 
that we didn't get, and ended up buying a Best Turn 
colt (later named Lil's Best) for $135,000, and a Foolish 
Pleasure colt (Lil Bill L.) for $110,000. 
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"The sale was almost over, and Dennis went out to 
make shipping arrangements for the two colts. I sat 
there by myself, and watched them bring a Halo colt 
into the ring. For days. I'd been watching Halo colts 
sell for $400,000. . .$500,000. This one had a beautiful 
face; I couldn't tell anything about the rest of him. The 
bidding started at $40,000, and went up by 2s and 3s. 
He seemed like a steal, so I raised my hand and got him 
for $55,000. 

"I'll never forget the look on Goose's face when I 
took him back to show him what I'd bought. He said 
something to the effect that the colt was so crooked he 
could walk around a barrel without flexing his legs." 

Littman's hundred-thousand dollar yearlings went 
on to be modest winners. Meanwhile, the crooked- 
legged bargain—Lil Tyler—ran straight to the big- 
time. Lil Tyler (a Maryland-bred out of the T.V. Lark 
mare Mitzi) won the General George, Star de Naskra, 
Devil's Bag and Goss L. Stryker Stakes, and placed in 
several others, earning $218,353. Among his claims to 
fame was a victory over his contemporary Broad Brush 
in the Star de Naskra. 

"I'd never do it again," Littman says about his do-it- 
yourself yearling selection. "I could never duplicate 
that success. It's not just that I know more now, I know 
enough." 

But his Lil (for Lawrence I. Littman) Stable didn't 
lose its lucky touch. Littman returned with Heimer to 
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Keeneland in 1985, and came back with Lil Fappi, an 
$85,000 Fappiano colt who won multiple stakes and 
earned $111,973. By the time Lil Fappi—a half-brother 
to major stakes winner Once Wild—was ready to retire 
to the breeding shed, Littman had prepared himself to 
enter another phase of the business. 

"I indoctrinated myself," says Littman who has also 
raced (but not bred) stakes winners Kohen Witha K., 
Lil Saucy and Cresta Lil. "I said—This is something 
I've got to try. In 1987,1 bought some broodmares and 
became a breeder.' " 

Today, he owns ten broodmares, and keeps them at 
a 36-acre farm in Pennington, N.J., which he leases 
from Harry L. (Chip) Landry. 

Lil E. Tee is just one of two stakes winners—both 
graded—Littman has bred and sold. The other is Gold 
Fleece, a 4-year-old filly by Deputed Testamony who 
captured the Buena Vista Handicap-G3 at Santa Anita 
last February, nearly equaling the one-mile course rec¬ 
ord. Gold Fleece's dam. Go Solo (by Riverman), still 
owned by Littman, has a Lil Fappi filly by her side and 
is back in foal to Saratoga Six. 

The story of Lil E. Tee's early life was told and re-told 
many times in the weeks after the Derby. But Littman 
and his farm manager, Mary Deppa, don't ever seem 
to mind telling it one more time: How he was a sickly, 
whiny baby who was never expected to amount to 
much, even before he was born. . . 


Before he had his own farm, Littman routinely 
boarded mares at the J. William Boniface family's 
Bonita Farm, in Darlington, Md. Eileen's Moment was 
there, at Bonita, in the spring of 1989. After her At the 
Threshold foal was born (on March 29), she would be 
bred back to Imperial Falcon, at Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City, Md. 

If he had been foaled at Bonita or Windfields, Lil E. 
Tee would have been a Maryland-bred. But Littman 
made a tactical business decision, and sent Eileen's 
Moment to Dr. William J. Solomon's Pin Oak Lane 
Farm in New Freedom, Pa., a few miles over the divid¬ 
ing line between Pennsylvania/Maryland. "Since the 
foal was going to be so modestly bred," he explains. "I 
figured he would have a better chance of competing in 
the (lower caliber) Pennsylvania-bred restricted races 
than he would in Maryland." 

The Bonifaces are philosophical about their near- 
miss. "We felt a part of it," says Joan Boniface, about Lil 
E. Tee's Derby victory. "It was exciting: the kind of 
thing that keeps you going. We've never foaled a Derby 
winner, but we have foaled a Preakness winner (home¬ 
bred Deputed Testamony). We might have another one 
on the ground right now!" 

Several weeks after his birth, Lil E. Tee and his dam 
went to the newly-established Lil Stable in New Jersey. 
"He was a normal, tall, lanky foal," recalls Mary Dep¬ 
pa, who took care of the colt until he was sold late in his

yearling season. "He was born with a poor immune 
system, and was given plasma, but after that he was all 
right. He was fairly easy to handle. He sliced his ear 
open, and had to have stitches, and for a while he 
couldn't wear a halter. We used to lead him around by 
a rope around his neck." 

E. Tee was a nickname he earned for himself. 
"Eileen's Moment is a cribber. She was always leaving 
him to come up to the fence and crib. He'd be back 
there in the pasture with the other mares and foals. All 
of a sudden he'd realize she wasn't there, and start 
screaming. The mare would get this embarrassed look 
on her face—like There's my stupid child!' She never 
hollered back. We used to say: 'There's E.T. phoning 
home again.' " 

Meanwhile, other things—unsettling to say the 
least—were happening at Littman's farm that fall of 
1989. Heimer, who had located the property (directly 
across the road from Stanley Joselson's former Josco 
Farm), planned to live there and manage the farm 
along with his close friend and companion, Mary. 
When he died, Deppa carried on, also keeping 
Heimer's now-17-year-old daughter Marya with her. 

A native of New Orleans, La., Deppa, 34, is well- 
equipped for the job. She has worked for a number of 
well-known horse people, including Barbara Graham 
(at the Middleburg Training Center) and show rider 
Katie Monahan Prudent. "She's the key that makes it 
all run," says Littman, who visits his farm about once a 
week. 

A well-landscaped facility, with a 12-stall barn, 
three run-in sheds, a large office, swimming pool and 
handsome farm house, Lil Stable today is home to 21 


horses, including two of Deppa's show horses. The 
routine is well-established, with Deppa handling most 
of the horse chores. Mares are shipped to Jane and 
Charles Gilbert's October Farm in Titusville, five miles 
away, to foal, and brought back when the foals are 
three days old. 

But Deppa's early months as a farm manager were 
rough. Some of her worst headaches were caused by 
Lil E. Tee, who started experiencing severe colic epi¬ 
sodes as a yearling, in the late spring of 1990. "I'd call 
the vet, and we'd treat him with Banamine. He'd get 
better and then it would happen all over again," recalls 
Deppa. "It got to be a weekly thing. Then he wasn't 
coming out of it as quickly, then not at all." 

Eventually, surgery was performed by Dr. Rick Dor¬ 
an at the Mid-Atlantic Equine Clinic, in Ringoes, N.J. 
"The problem had been that one section of his intes¬ 
tines was telescoping into another," explains Deppa. 
"Banamine made them relax, but then the intestines 
thickened to the point where they couldn't relax any 
more." The damaged part of Lil E. Tee's intestines was 
removed, and the colt spent a long time recovering. 

"He was in the clinic for two weeks, then in the stall 
here at the farm for 30 days," says Deppa. "We hand- 
walked him until September." 

Littman, who breeds horses "with the idea of sell¬ 
ing, although there're some I know I'll keep," had no 
trouble deciding in which category Lil E. Tee belonged. 
"Nobody seemed to like the colt. He was a terrible 
mover, who carried his head way high," says Deppa. 
"All of our advisors told us to sell him. It didn't even 
seem worth the risk to keep him another four months 
until the 2-year-olds in training sales." 

Lil E. Tee was sold privately in early December to a 
Florida blacksmith. The following April, the colt was 
consigned to the Ocala Breeders' Sales Company's 
2-year-olds in training sale by Green Key Farm, Sylvan 
Crest Stud (John Fernung), Agent, and purchased by 
A1 Jevremovic for $25,000. After breaking his maiden 
impressively at Calder in his second start that fall, he 
was purchased privately by owner W. Cal Partee for 
$200,000. The colt got his first major stakes win in the 
Jim Beam Stakes-G2 at Turfway Park on March 28, then 
came back and finished a close second to Pine Bluff in 
the Arkansas Derby-G2 two weeks before the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. 

No regrets, says Littman. He can't imagine having 
handled the situation any other way, based on the facts 
at the time. "Sure I'd love to have him back. But, on the 
other hand. I'd also like to unbuy about 75 percent of 
all the horses I've ever bought." 

No regrets are also Deppa's words. "I'm just thrilled 
to have had anything to do with him." 

If Littman has any bitterness, it has more to do with 
a horse he still owns, a 3-year-old Topsider colt, Top- 
retariat, who finished last in a six-furlong allowance 
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race at Philadelphia Park on the very same day Lil E. 
Tee won the Kentucky Derby. "I paid $85,000 to breed 
to Topsider, and At the Threshold only cost $6,500," he 
says with a rueful smile. "Just goes to show what an 
inexact science this horse breeding is." 

There is also another gray cloud, one that most 
breeders could sympathize with. Littman sold Eileen's 
Moment last February, just before Lil E. Tee's rise to 
fame. The decision was, again, quite reasonable. "She 
didn't fit in with my breeding program," says Littman, 
who now breeds most of his mares to his stallion Lil 
Fappi. Eileen's Moment's sire For the Moment is by 
What a Pleasure. What a Pleasure also sired Lil Fappi's 
dam. Erotica. 

Littman doesn't believe in 3X3 crosses, "especially 
with speed horses top and bottom." 

Eileen's Moment failed to meet her $30,000 reserve 
when Littman consigned her (in foal to the Bonita 
Farm stallion El Raggaas) to a sale in Florida early this 
year. He then sold her privately for $25,000 to St. Fran¬ 
cis Farm near Ocala, Fla. After delivering the El Rag¬ 
gaas foal, a filly, in March, Eileen's Moment was bred 
back to With Approval. 

Fortunately, Littman still owns Eileen's Moment's 
Imperial Falcon filly. She will most likely be consigned 
to this year's Saratoga yearling sale. 

Most of Liftman's breeding plans these days are cen¬ 
tered around his two stallions: Lil Fappi, who stands at 
Sam Fieramosca's Colonial Farms in Colts Neck, N.J.; 
and Lil Tyler, at stud at Madera Thoroughbreds in 
Madera, Calif. 

Lil Fappi, whose fee is $2,500 live foal, has his first 
crop coming to the races this year. Four of the seven 
foals born to Lil Stable last spring were by Lil Fappi 
(two were sired by Two Punch, one by Imperial Fal¬ 
con). "With his bloodlines and ability, Lil Fappi has the 
potential to really make it as a sire," says Littman. "I 
want to give him every possible opportunity." 

Littman would rather talk about his horses than his 
own background, but his life outside of racing has also 
been remarkable. He quit school ("I had a half-year of 
high school before I realized I didn't like it") and joined 
the Army, serving from 1948 to '51, some of which time 
he spent in the transportation corps in Korea. "I've 
always loved to work," he says, "as a kid I sold news¬ 
papers, caddied on the golf course, anything to make 
money. And I've always loved sports, although I'm not 
a natural athlete. I got to be a good golfer, but it took a 
lot of practice." 

After the Army, Littman went to work in his father's 
machine shop in downtown Philadelphia. "First I 
worked in the shop, then I ran the shop until 1960, 
when we developed a product my father didn't want to 
invest in. I left and started my own company, Electro- 
Nite Co." 


Liftman's business manufactured scientific prod¬ 
ucts—disposable sensing devices for sensing various 
properties of molten steel, such as temperature, car¬ 
bon content, sulfur content. "Basically, we took an old 
product made of graphite, and developed a non¬ 
graphite product," he says. "I had a partner—an engi¬ 
neer who had worked for my father—who died two 
years after we started the business. I ran the shop, my 
partner handled the engineering part of it, and we 
both learned about business." 

The company prospered and grew, becoming a na¬ 
tional enterprise. Through what he describes as "a lot 
of different business circumstances," Littman sold out 
in 1979, but continued to run it until 1984. 

"Sure, I'd love to 
have him back. But, 
on the other hand. I'd 
also like to unbuy 
about 75 percent of 
all the horses I've 
ever bought.'' 

He still owns Liberty Limousine, a shuttle service 
operating out of the Philadelphia airport, which he 
invested in 23 years ago. And he spends some of his 
time helping one of his sons, Glenn, with an import 
business, Rosenthal Netter, in Warminster, Pa. 

Littman and his wife Roslyn have another son, 
William, who is in the computer software business in 
Madison, Wise., and "two-and-a-half" grandchildren. 
A granddaughter, 13-year-old Kelli, is the family 
horsewoman, having earned a string of ribbons that 
are on display in Liftman's farm office. Roslyn Littman 
likes horses, according to her husband, but golf is by 
far her favorite game. The Liftmans had their 40th 
wedding anniversary five days before this year's Bel¬ 
mont Stakes. 

Fishing takes up most of his time these days. He 
and his wife gave up their home in the Elkins Park 
suburb of Philadelphia last March, and now are year- 
round residents of Palm Beach Gardens, Fla. A week 
after the Derby, Littman celebrated another sports 
achievement, using his 55-foot Ocean fishing boat. The 
Boy Toy, to bag third prize in a marlin fishing tourna¬ 
ment at Walker's Cay. One can just imagine Larry Litt¬ 
man out there on the high seas, doing his best not to let 
another big one get away. □

Yearling show purse 

Although he failed to gain a ribbon 
in the 1990 Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association Yearling Show judged by 
Flint S. (Scotty) Schulhofer, Coolin It 
made his mark on the race track last 
year. The North Pole (out of Seven Val¬ 
leys by Road At Sea) colt won four of six 
starts, including three stakes—the 
Crown Central Petroleum Maryland 
Nursery, Rollicking and World Appeal 
Stakes. 

Coolin It's juvenile earnings— 
$115,600—topped all of the entrants in 
the show. 

Each year the Maryland Fund dis¬ 
tributes a purse to the exhibitors of the 
four show contestants who earn the 
greatest amount of money competing 
as 2-year-olds in North America the fol¬ 
lowing year. The purse for the 1990 
show is $25,000, with 65 percent going 
to the largest money-earner, 20 percent 
to second, 10 percent to third and 5 per¬ 
cent to fourth. 


Coolin It's achievements earned a lu¬ 
crative prize for Jerold C. Hoffberger 
and Bernard Davidson (and the estate 
of his late wife Jean Davidson), who ex¬ 
hibited him in the show. 

Other horses and exhibitors sharing 
in the purse were Saturday Affair 
($47,955), Mary Eppler; My Sweet Al- 
esia ($31,190), Mrs. Frank P Wright; 
and Goldminer's Dream ($19,300), J.C. 
Hoffberger, B.& J. Davidson, B. 
Dalsheimer. 

Yearlings who place high in the 
show results are usually not the same 
ones who earn purses, and the current 
list is no exception. None of the purse 
winners placed in the show, but all four 
were stakes performers at 2. 

Saturday Affair (Oh Say—Seven 
Rogues by What a Rogue) won three of 
ten starts, including the Villager 
Stakes; My Sweet Alesia (Caveat—Sour 
Dancer by Masked Dancer) placed sec¬ 
ond in the Cameo Stakes; and Gold¬ 
miner's Dream (Crafty Prospector— 
Twelve Tribes by Fifth Marine) was sec¬ 
ond in the Tyro Stakes. 

MHBA election 

Stuart S. Janney III carries on his 
family's legacy as the new member of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion's board of directors. Janney, 44, 
was one of five directors elected to the 
15-member board in May. The others, 
J.W.Y. Martin Jr., Joseph P. Pons Jr., 
Robert T. Manfuso and King T. Leather- 
bury, have all served previous terms. 

Janney, managing director of Alex. 
Brown & Sons and co-head of the bro¬ 
kerage firm's Asset Management Divi¬ 
sion, operates Locust Hill Farm in 
Glyndon in partnership with his sister 
Sheila Williams. The famed breeding 
establishment was founded many years 
ago by their late parents Stuart S. Jan¬ 
ney Jr. and Barbara Phipps Janney. 

Pitts resigns as steward 

Clinton Pitts Jr., a steward at Mary¬ 
land tracks since 1977, has resigned ef¬ 
fective October 13. He will replace Dr. 
Manuel A. Gilman as The Jockey Club 
steward at the New York Racing Asso¬ 
ciation tracks. 


Pitts, 50, served as Maryland's chief 
steward from 1983 until last fall, when 
conflicts with the Maryland Racing 
Commission led to his demotion to as¬ 
sociate steward. 

Lord Lister dead 

Elberton Hill Farm reports the death 
of the stallion Lord Lister, due to an 
apparent ruptured aorta, in early May. 

Owned throughout his lifetime by 
his breeder, Mrs. Harold P. Whitmore, 
Lord Lister (1979, by Sir Lister—Nega¬ 
tion by Mongo) was a multiple stakes 
winner of $277,333. He was the champi¬ 
on older Maryland-bred male in 1983. 

Although his stud career was seri¬ 
ously compromised by a back injury. 
Lord Lister sired a number of winners 
as well as the good California stakes 
winner Lady Lister ($140,813, Coro¬ 
nado S, Black Swan S, 2nd Proud Sister 
S, 3rd Oak Leaf S-Gl, etc.). 

Racing Commission statement 

The Maryland Racing Commission 
has adopted a policy on animal welfare. 
Drafted by Commissioner Carol 
McGowan, it states: 

The Maryland Racing Commission 
is committed to promoting the proper 
and humane treatment of all animals. 
Commission-appointed veterinarians, 
stewards and judges have specific re¬ 
sponsibilities to be aware that the 
health and handling of the animals at 
the facilities under the jurisdiction of 
the Commission meet the highest stan¬ 
dards. Allegations of improper treat¬ 
ment are to be investigated and re¬ 
ported to the Commission, as are any 
complaints from citizens. It is the goal 
of the Commission that Maryland rac¬ 
ing not tolerate any improper treatment 
of animals, but maintain the highest 
standards in the industry through con¬ 
stant monitoring, investigation and ex¬ 
clusion of persons whose treatment of 
animals does not meet these standards.

When the Maryland Million expanded its program this 
year to include a series of five starter handicaps run on major 
racing days (coinciding with the General George Stakes, 
Pimlico Special, Preakness, De Francis Dash and Internation¬ 
al), it was a boon to local owner John V. Alecci. 

Alecci and his trainer Karen Patty won two of the first 
three events. After sending out Ameri Allen to score in the 
General George day contest (seven furlongs, for fillies and 
mares), they racked up another victory with Bisher on Preak¬ 
ness day. 

''It's nice that the Maryland Million has pumped in all 
this money for opportunities for people like us. Basically, 
we're just a claiming stable," says Alecci, who is a building 
contractor in Baltimore. 

Trainer Lawrence S. Soroka claimed Bisher on Alecci's 
account for $12,000 at Laurel, on July 16,1991. The 4-year-old 
gelding has paid his own way since then, remaining compet¬ 
itive in the claiming ranks. His last win before the Maryland 
Million Handicap was for a $6,500 tag on April 5. 

In the Maryland Million Handicap, he rallied from off 
the pace and outfinished Once Over Knightly by a half- 
length. Dispatched at odds of more than 8-1, he returned $19, 
after covering the Preakness distance in 1:58. 

Out of the stakes-winning mare Destry Again ($65,551, 
Heirloom S, 2nd Bristol H), Bisher was bred by Sam Huff and 
Carol Holden's Sporting Life Stable.

The second in a series of starter handicaps for Maryland 
Million nominees was a showcase for Boxwood, a 4-year-old 
Baederwood filly. 

Since being claimed by owner Dewey Davis and trainer 
Annette Eubanks for $8,500 at Laurel on November 17, 1991, 
Boxwood has won six races by a combined margin of 28 
lengths. In the Maryland Million Handicap—her fifth victo- 
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ry in a row—she started as 9-10 favorite and led at every call, 
leaving runner-up Over Fly seven and a half lengths in her 
wake. 

Eight days later, she came back and finished second 
behind Brilliant Brass in the $100,000-guaranteed Geisha 
Handicap. 

Eubanks credits the owner for deciding to claim Box¬ 
wood last fall. "It was really Mr. Davis's idea," she says. "He 
liked her form." 

There has been no magic formula behind the filly's rise 
in class, according to the Bowie-based trainer. "She's a natu¬ 
rally good horse. We train her lightly, and take her back to the 
farm for a few days between races. She gets a lot of TLC, 
especially from her groom, Chris Tsoutis."

Baederwood—Maryland's leading sire so far in 1992— 
got yet another boost when Root Boy popped up and won the 
Charles Staats Memorial Stakes at Delaware Park. 

Although he had won both his earlier starts this year— 
six-furlong allowance races at Pimlico and Philadelphia 
Park—Root Boy is new to the stakes ranks. He placed fifth in 
the 1991 Goss L. Stryker Stakes, then soon after that was out 
of action for more than a year (May, 1991 to April, 1992) due 
to a condylar fracture of an ankle. 

The 4-year-old Baederwood colt dominated his seven 
rivals in the Staats, setting every fraction and scoring by two 
and a half lengths over Maryland-based He Is Risen. He 
carried 115 pounds, nine pounds less than the runner-up. 

He came back in the mile and a sixteenth Never Bend 
Handicap on Preakness day and finished fifth, less than four 
lengths behind the winner. Senator to Be. 

Root Boy, trained by Lou Bernier, races for his breeder, 
Richard Blue, a commercial and industrial real estate broker 
in the Baltimore area who is the grandson of longtime Mary¬ 
land horseman Alec J. Bullock. Root Boy is the first stakes 
winner Blue has bred. 

Archdiocese, Root Boy's dam, was purchased by Blue at 
the 1985 Fasig-Tipton Maryland December Mixed sale for 
$4,200. Bred by Alfred G. Vanderbilt, Archdiocese (by King's 
Bishop) is from family of Vanderbilt's famous filly of the 
1950s, Home-Made. 

Ten-year-old Archdiocese has a 2-year-old Sort filly in 
training with Bernier at Pimlico, and was due to produce a 
full sibling to Root Boy late in the foaling season.

Sheltered View's victory in the Chapel of Dreams Hand¬ 
icap at Golden Gate Fields didn't produce any financial re¬ 
wards for her Maryland breeders, Nina and Tim Gardner. 
But she was already a success from their point of view. 


The Gardners, who own and operate Welcome Here 
Farm in Glyndon, bought Sheltered View's dam Counter 
View (by Crewman) for $10,500, in foal to Replant, at the 1985 
Keeneland November sale. They sold three of her foals as 
yearlings, with the highest-priced being Sheltered View, 
who went for $29,000 at the 1989 Keeneland September Year¬ 
ling sale. Then they consigned Counter View to the 1989 
Keeneland November sale and got $75,000 for the mare, in 
foal to Our Native. 

It was a home run for the Gardners, who breed for the 
yearling market. Sheltered View, who placed in two stakes at 
3 and was second in the Las Cienegas Breeders' Cup Hand- 
icap-G3 at Santa Anita earlier this year, is the first stakes 
winner they've bred. 

Sheltered View is a half-sister to View of Royalty, a 1984 
Native Royalty filly who is a multiple stakes winner of 
$238,543.

When Star Minister, last year's champion Maryland- 
bred juvenile filly, made her 1992 debut in the Daffodil Stakes 
at Philadelphia Park on March 28, the Daily Racing Form chart 
comments sounded like the perils of Pauline: "unruly and 
flipped in the paddock, was slowest from the gate. . . took 
the lead on the turn, drifted in midstretch, was put to pres¬ 
sure and just failed to last." 

Robert E. Meyerhoff's temperamental homebred re¬ 
turned in the Chocolate Egg Stakes and got it right, setting 
every fraction in lightning times (:22, :45, :57V5, 1:09^5) and 
scoring by a length as 122-pound highweight and odds-on 
favorite. 

Star Minister, out of the good race mare Dynamic Star 
($237,755, Sarsar S, Bryn Mawr S, 2nd Acorn S-Gl, Mother 
Goose S-Gl, etc.), was in utero when Meyerhoff bought her 
dam at the 1988 Keeneland November sale for $200,000. 
Trainer Dickie Small, who has developed many outstanding 
runners, including Meyerhoff's $2.6 million-earner Broad 
Brush, rates the 3-year-old Deputy Minister filly as one of the 
most talented runners he's had in his barn.

Preakness favorite 
calls their bluffs

Hopes sprang up like painted daisies in the Preak- 
ness, after Arazi fell by the wayside in the Kentucky 
Derby. 

Would Lil E. Tee, hardly a household name before 
the first Saturday in May, duplicate his Derby perfor¬ 
mance? Thirteen other starters—making a capacity 
field, the largest Preakness since 1970—showed up, 
partly on the strength of that doubt. 

Casual Lies and Dance Floor, next-closest Derby fin¬ 
ishers, came back for another try. A fresh rival, Derby 
Trial-G3 winner Alydeed, promised to take some beat¬ 
ing. And Conte di Savoya's Derby speed figures were a 
sign from heaven, according to some. Locally owned 
Technology, Speakerphone and Dash for Dotty each 
had his share of backers. 

But the fans had it figured out this time. Pine Bluff, 
the Arkansas Derby-G2 winner who twice defeated Lil 
E. Tee before finishing a dull fifth to him in the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby, was dispatched as the lukewarm 3.5-1 
favorite. 

Rising to the challenge under the masterful hand of 
jockey Chris McCarron, Pine Bluff scored decisively, 
by three-quarters of a length. Rallying strongly in the 
stretch, he outfinished Alydeed, who had taken the 
lead from frontrunning Speakerphone at the far turn. 
Casual Lies was another length and a half back, fol¬ 
lowed by Dance Floor. 

Lil E. Tee, who had started at 4.2-1 odds, the longest 
price for a Derby winner in the Preakness since 1967, 
finished fifth and was later determined to have bled. 
Next, in order of finish, were Technology, Agincourt, 
Dash for Dotty, Careful Gesture, Fortune's Gone, Big 
Sur, My Luck Runs North, Conte di Savoya and Speak¬ 
erphone. 

Over a "good" track that had been soaked by rain 
the day before, the Preakness time was a relatively 
slow 1: 55 ^/ 5 . 

A warm mist hung over Pimlico as winning owner 
John Ed Anthony's colors were painted on the weather- 
vane, following the 117th running of Maryland's most 
prestigious horse race. And you couldn't help feeling, 
in that wonderful Preakness afterglow, that history 
had been well-served. 

Pine Bluff, by leading sire Danzig, was bred in Ken¬ 
tucky by his owner, a vastly wealthy Arkansas lumber¬ 
man. He is conditioned by Anthony's private trainer, 
amiable 37-year-old Tom Bohannan, who came up un¬ 
der New York-based trainer George (Rusty) Arnold. 
It's Pine Bluff's pedigree that links him to Maryland, 
and old Maryland traditions. 


The late Mr. and Mrs. Stuart S. Janney Jr., whose 
Locust Hill Farm in Glyndon has been a pride of the 
Maryland racing industry for some four decades, nev¬ 
er bred or owned a Preakness winner. But their mark 
was on this year's running of the race, like a whisper 
through a stand of pine trees. 

Pine Bluff's female family traces back to Bold Irish, 
one of the Janneys' foundation mares given to them by 
Mrs. Janney's mother, Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps. 
Bold Irish (by Fighting Fox) achieved something close 
to immortality as the dam of Shenanigans, who in turn 
produced the famous Ruffian. Another of her daugh¬ 
ters, unraced Castle Hyde (1968, by “^Tulyar) is the 
third dam of Pine Bluff. 

Castle Hyde's branch of the family wasn't partic¬ 
ularly illustrious back in 1973, when the Janneys 
needed to cull some of their yearlings. The mare's 1972 
filly by Rambunctious was one they elected to sell. 
"Mr. Janney wrote me a note," recalls Bernard J. 
Daney, a Montchanin, Del., certified public accountant 
who had had some horse dealings with the Janneys in 
the past. "He said they had five fillies that year, and 
were offering us this one." 

Daney and his wife Arlene gladly accepted, after an 
inspection by their trainer Jamie McCormick. The 
price? "It's not a secret," says Daney. "We paid $5,000." 

Legend has it that the Janneys had planned to name 
the Rambunctious filly Ruffian, but took the name

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back when she was sold. "1 don't know whether it was 
true or not/' says Daney. "But it would have made 
sense—Ruffian, by Rambunctious." 

The Daneys named the filly Ramhyde. Although 
nowhere near as great as her cousin Ruffian (by Re¬ 
viewer), Ramhyde was a hickory race horse who regis¬ 
tered in the Virginia Belle Stakes and placed in four 
other added-money races including the Open Fire 
Stakes-G3, earning $78,108 in 35 career starts. She 
brought back a check in each of her first 20 starts, a 
streak that didn't end until the Delaware Oaks. 

Ramhyde went on to produce stakes winner 
Ramten ($185,998, Pennsylvania Futurity, etc.), by 
Smarten, and stakes-placed Rambitony ($40,668, 3rd 
Blue Mountain Futurity). But the family's true racing 
class has been carried on through her first foal. Rowdy 
Angel (by Halo). 

Rowdy Angel was consigned by the Daneys to the 
1980 Saratoga Yearling sale, and purchased by John Ed 
Anthony for $85,000. 

Undistinguished on the race track (after 13 starts 
she retired as a maiden, earning $16,395), Rowdy An¬ 
gel has produced two outstanding runners, both cam¬ 
paigned by Anthony's Loblolly Stable. The first was 
Demons Begone, a 1984 Elocutionist colt who was fa¬ 
vored to win the Kentucky Derby, but suffered from 
such severe bleeding during its running that he failed 
to finish the race. Anthony has donated much of De¬ 
mons Begone's earnings to fund veterinary research 
on exercise-induced pulmonary hemorrhage (EIPH). 
Demons Begone won the Arkansas Derby-Gl, and Re¬ 
bel, Southwest and Ahoy Stakes, placed second in the 
Champagne Stakes-Gl, Futurity Stakes-Gl and third 
in the Razorback Handicap-G2, earning $609,944. 

Pine Bluff, described as a much more "refined" 
physical specimen than Demons Begone, was identi¬ 
fied as the cream of Loblolly's extensive crop at an early 
age. Anthony, whose stable is jointly owned with his 
ex-wife Mary Lynn Dudley, names his horses after 
places where his family has operated sawmills. He 
waited until the right horse came along before using 
the name Pine Bluff. "It's the third largest community 
in our state," notes Anthony, "and I didn't want to 
waste the name on some claiming horse." 

Anthony has raced one other classic winner, 1980 
Belmont Stakes winner Temperence Hill; and other 
major homebred stakes winners Cox's Ridge, Vanlan- 
dingham, De Roche, Little Missouri and Trapp Moun¬ 
tain. A major player since the early 1980s, Loblolly 
earned more than $2.2 million in purses in 1991. 



Preakness figures 

Pimlico fans wagered $5,764,807 on Preakness day, 
and another $1,674,501 was handled at Laurel for a 
total Preakness day handle of $7,439,308, third highest 
in Preakness history, behind the 1989 and 1990 figures. 
Wagering on the Preakness at Pimlico and Laurel total¬ 
led $2,365,023, fourth-largest in the history of the race. 

At Pimlico, 85,294 packed the stands and infield and 
a crowd of 11,571 was reported at Laurel. The total 
attendance of 96,865 was the second-highest in Preak¬ 
ness history, bettered only slightly by the 98,896 who 
turned out for the Sunday Silence-Easy Goer rivalry in 
1989. 

A record 240 simulcast outlets throughout the 
United States and Canada handled $19,338,393. That 
figure smashed all records set in 1989, when 87 outlets 
handled wagering of $18,519,289. 

Television ratings improved some 5.1 percent over 
last year. The 90-minute ABC telecast which aired from 
4:30 to 6 p.m. (EDT) earned a 5.6 rating and 17 share 
compared with a 5.3 rating and 15 share in 1991. An 
estimated 5,190,000 TVs were tuned in for the Preak¬ 
ness, up from 4,930,000 last year. The first hour re¬ 
ceived a 3.5 rating and 11 share, while the final half- 
hour drew a 6.5 rating and 30 share. The Preakness 
was the highest-rated sports telecast for its time slot, 
competing successfully with the NCAA Women's 
Gymnastic Championships and the National Basket¬ 
ball Association playoffs. 

Pine Bluff's trainer Tom Bohannan was a star member of 
the 1992 Preakness cast, which also included (opposite 
page, left to right, top to bottom) local trainer Dean 
Gaudet, whose Speakerphone set the early pace; Sonny 
Hine, trainer of locally-owned Technology; Bill Donovan, 
who saddled Henry Rosenberg's Dash for Dotty; 
celebrities Oprah Winfrey and Hammer; Alydeed's trainer 
Roger Attfield and rider Craig Perret; Shelley Riley, 
owner/trainer of Casual Lies; and Derby-winning trio— 
jockey Pat Day, trainer Lynn Whiting and Lil E. Tee.

Pine Bluff contributed $284,988 of that amount, liv¬ 
ing up to promise with 2-year-old victories in the Rem- 
sen-G2 and Nashua-G3 Stakes at Aqueduct. He also 
registered thirds in Belmont's Futurity-Gl (behind 
Agincourt and Tri to Watch) and Champagne Stakes- 
G1 (to Tri to Watch and Snappy Landing). 

The colt's only poor showing last year came in the 
Breeders' Cup Juvenile-Gl, in which he finished sev¬ 
enth of 14, some 13 lengths behind Arazi. 

He made his 3-year-old debut in Oaklawn's South¬ 
west Stakes in March, and finished second, two and a 
half lengths behind Big Sur. Tuned up by that effort, he 
logged back-to-back wins in Oaklawn's Rebel-G3 
(March 28) and Arkansas Derby-G2 (April 18). 

His failure in the Derby, which he lost by seven and 
a quarter lengths, was similar to the Breeders' Cup. 
Both were run at Churchill Downs. "Maybe he doesn't 
like the Churchill Downs track," said Bohannan, offer¬ 
ing what seems like a reasonable excuse. 

Consistency is one of Pine Bluff's major attributes. 
"He's a competitive horse who tries hard every time," 
says Bohannan, who rates the Preakness winner as the 
nicest horse he's trained. 

The Preakness was the fulfillment of a long-held 
dream for Pine Bluff's close connections, and also for 
Mr. and Mrs. Daney. "We've followed that mare (Row¬ 
dy Angel) for so long. Demons Begone was such a 
tremendous disappointment, then this colt came 
along. We were thrilled to see she'd produced another 
top horse." 

The Daneys still own two of Ramhyde's daughters: 
Rowdy Devil, a 1983 Halo mare, who is in foal to De¬ 
puted Testamony; and Ramiversary, a foal of 1985 by 
Parfaitement. Both mares are boarded at the C. Frank 
Hopkins family's Elberton Hill Farm in Darlington, 
Md., where there is a human family connection. The 
Daneys' son Michael was recently married to Elberton 
Hill farm manager Amy Hopkins. 

Ramhyde's youngest foal, a 2-year-old Two Punch 
colt named Contending, is in training for the Daneys at 
the J. William Boniface family's nearby Bonita Farm in 
Darlington. 

And Ramhyde herself is not out of the picture. Now 
20 years old, she is prone to foaling complications (vag¬ 
inal edema). The Daneys gave her to the Bonifaces 
after she failed to conceive to Mr. Goldust in 1991. 
Ramhyde did conceive this year to Deputed Tes¬ 
tamony, reports Joan Boniface, and is due to foal next 
February 26. 

To Mr. Daney, the long association with Ramhyde 
and her offspring has been a remarkable lesson: "It all 
goes to show what tremendous producers those Jan- 
ney families really were, and still are, after all these 
years. No matter where they go, and how they're bred, 
they produce." □

Around the farms 


Bonita 

Bonita Farm has close connections 
with both 1992 Kentucky Derby winner 
Lil E. Tee and Preakness winner Pine 
Bluff (see articles in this issue). But 
there is more. 

Dance Floor, the New Jersey-bred 
colt who also distinguished himself in 
both races (third in the Derby, fourth in 
the Preakness), was another rooting in¬ 
terest for the J. William Boniface family. 

The Bonifaces have owned and 
raced numerous relatives of Dance 
Floor's dam. Dance Troupe, and in fact 
at one time owned that mare herself. 
"We bought Dance Troupe (by Native 
Charger) as a weanling and resold her 
as a yearling at Saratoga (for $45,000)," 
reports Joan Boniface. Dance Troupe's 
half-brother, stakes-placed Directory, 
was a bread-and-butter horse for the 
Boniface stable in the 1970s, and re¬ 
mains one of Mrs. Boniface's all-time 
favorites. 

Among the Bonifaces' current 
broodmares is Dance Troupe's half-sis¬ 
ter Belle Vedette (a foal of 1980, by 
Speak John). She is in foal to the Bonita 
stallion Mr. Goldust. 


Whispering Winds 

Bill Albright resigned his position as 
general manager of Corbett Farm (pre¬ 
viously known as Stymie Manor) in 
March, after having been involved with 
the farm for nearly 45 years. "Except for 
two years in the Army, I had worked 
there since I was 16," related the 61- 
year-old horseman. "But this past 
spring, owner Lehr Jackson and I came 
to agree that we disagreed on day-to- 
day operations at the farm, so I've de¬ 
cided to retire." 

Recently married to the former Mary 
Ann Streaker, Albright lives with his 
new wife at Whispering Winds Farm in 
Woodbine. "We have a few horses on 
the farm, but all my horses are for sale," 
continued Albright. "I'm not going to 
have time to work with them since 
Mary Ann and 1 would like to spend a 
year sailing. We bought a 46-foot Mor¬ 


gan sailboat and we hope to have it 
ready for the fall." 

During his tenure at Corbett Farm as 
general manager, Albright also trained 
a division of horses at the track. He 
learned his trade from one of the all- 
time masters, the late Hirsch Jacobs. 
Gacobs purchased Stymie Manor Farm 
in 1946, and named the farm after his 
tremendously popular former claimer. 
Stymie.) Albright oversaw the early ed¬ 
ucation of Jacobs' young horses, includ¬ 
ing champions Affectionately, Hail to 
Reason and Personality. He also trained 
and raced his homebred (bred in part¬ 
nership with William F. Walker) stakes- 
winning mare Lady of Promise and her 
stakes-placed half-brother Promiser. 

Albright is currently down to three 
horses in training at Pimlico. But coun¬ 
ted among his clients over the years was 
Mrs. Lisa Brooks, breeder of this year's 
Kentucky Oaks-Gl winner Luv Me Luv 
Me Not. "I trained Mrs. Brooks' good 
stakes winner Nick's Nag in the '80s. I 
also had the first two foals out of her 
mare Reason With Me," recalls Al¬ 
bright. "In 1990, when Mrs. Brooks de¬ 
cided to cut back on her horse holdings, 
she gave me the mare (in foal to Air 
Forbes Won)." Mrs. Brooks also 
boarded horses at Corbett, the 1989 filly 
out of Reason With Me being one. The 
filly (Luv Me Luv Me Not), was at Cor¬ 
bett when she was sold privately, 
through bloodstock agent Sara Mac- 
Mackin, in 1991. 

"I sold Reason With Me to Larry Mil- 
lison about a week before the Kentucky 
Oaks," Albright continued. "The 
mare's Clever Secret colt by her side 
was foaled at Murmur Farm in April. 

"When I left Corbett, I moved all my 
horses to Murmur. I have another 
broodmare. Excellent Promise, who is a 
half-sister to Lady of Promise and a full- 
sister to Promiser. She foaled a Believe 
the Queen filly at the end of April. I also 
have three yearlings—a Jane's Dilemma 
filly and a Clever Secret colt, and the 
Air Forbes Won filly out of Reason With 
Me. I plan to sell Luv Me Luv Me Not's 
half-sister at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
sale in July."

Horse racing is full of "'only-ifs/' 
The 67th running of the four-mile, 
$40,000 Virginia Gold Cup near The 
Plains, Va., on May 2, was one of those 
instances. 

Won by Dover Ridge Farm's Push 
and Pull, the classic timber stakes 
might have ended differently if the fa¬ 
vored Von Csadek hadn't lost rider Pat¬ 
rick Worrall at the 16th fence. But fans 
of 6-year-old Push and Pull, known for 
his brilliant finishing speed, believe 
their 'chaser is Von Csadek-proof. 

Piloted by Monkton (Md.) trainer 
Jack Fisher, Push and Pull crossed the 
wire ten lengths ahead of Same Eche¬ 
lon, setting a new course record of 8:29. 

"Push and Pull beat Von Csadek 
three weeks ago (at the My Lady's Man¬ 
or); he broke the course record then," 
said Rufus Williams, who owns the 
gray gelding with his wife Sheila. "I 
think he would have won (against Von 
Csadek)." 

Fourteen horses went to the post for 
the Gold Cup, feature event on the 
seven-race program. Back to defend his 
title was Oliver Keelan's 1991 Gold Cup 
winner Joe's O.K. Appearing at the top 
of his game was Sheppard-Worrall Sta¬ 
ble's Von Csadek, one of only eight 
horses to win the race at least twice (in 
1988 and 1990). Ten-year-old Von 
Csadek had won the Maryland Hunt 
Cup the previous Saturday, and was at¬ 
tempting an historic double sweep. 

Heat and speed had already taken 
their toll in the day's races, which had 
numerous falls and a few cases of heat 
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Gelatti (gray horse, third from right) was ridden to 
victory by Jeff Teter in the Great Meadow Cup, a maiden 
event over brush, top photograph, this page. Continuing 
clockwise, trainer Janet Elliot had two winners on the 
seven-race card, including Timely Encounter, who 
captured the co-featured Continental Cup; shown here 
jumping behind Little Muggy (J.W. Delozier III), who 
later fell at water jump, and runner-up Oval Office (Joe 
Gillet), Kuujjuaq and Michael Traurig went on to claim 
victory in the Virginia Silver Cup; Timely Encounter (Jeff 
Teter), Make Azilian (Sean Clancy), Big Estero (Colvin 
Ryan) and Final Try (Danny Warrington) contested 
Continental Cup; Kuujjuaq's owner Turney McKnight 
shared victory with wife Liz and rider Michael Traurig. 
Opposite page, Joe Gillet and Nina Strawbridge were all 
smiles after her daughter Sanna Neilson captured the 
U.S. Telephone Cup aboard Gillet-trained Pacific Parley 
(center) defeating The Snow Flaker (Mike Elsmore), 
behind, and Saratoga Slew (Bruce Fenwick), right. 
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exhaustion. The lush Great Meadow 
course also proved deceptively slick in 
spots. 

Primal Bee broke first, but her time 
on top was short-lived as she bowed to 
Cabral. By the fourth of 23 fences, both 
gave way to Nick the Plumber. The lat¬ 
ter, under an aggressive ride from John 
McKenna Jr., led Cabral and Von 
Csadek on a merry chase until the 11th, 
where he came down. (Remounted, 
Nick the Plumber finished ninth of nine 
finishers.) 

In the first of several key stages in 
the race. Song of Songs, who had been 
advancing from fourth, then took con¬ 
trol. Blythe Miller and Cabral shot past 
them to lead over the 12th, but Charles 
Fenwick Jr. and Song of Songs coasted 
to the front once again after that. 

On the turn after the 14th, Push and 
Pull and David's Passing (Gerry New¬ 


man up) both increased speed from be¬ 
hind. Push and Pull, who had been sit¬ 
ting in fifth for awhile, was the faster of 
the two as he weaved his way between 
Von Csadek and Song of Songs headed 
into the 15th. 

Finding himself near the front too 
soon, Fisher checked Push and Pull af¬ 
ter the 15th, tucking him well behind 
Song of Songs, Cabral and Joe's O. K. To 
Fisher's right at the 16th were Von 
Csadek—poised to start pushing one 
fence later—and, on the rail side, 
David's Passing. Then disaster struck. 

Gerry Newman and David's Passing 
crash-landed a fraction of a second be¬ 
fore Von Csadek, hitting the fence with 
his stifles, popped Worrall up onto his 
neck. A sprawled-out David's Passing 
seemed to further impede the favored 
pair's chances of united recovery; un¬ 
able to hang on, Worrall slipped off. 


The young Glyndon rider was at a 
loss to explain the event. His father 
Douglas Worrall, who trains Von 
Csadek, said, "It was the first bad fence 
Von Csadek ever put in—I figured 
there had to be a reason for it." 

Sure enough. Von Csadek pulled up 
with a torn right front hoof, a bruised 
right front heel and no shoe. After 
studying a videotape of the race, the 
elder Worrall surmised that the horse 
had grabbed himself with his hind foot 
during that last stride before takeoff. 

"Suddenly, his rhythm was broken. 
He was able to keep his equilibrium, 
but he knocked Patrick off balance and 
then squirmed to get out of the way of 
that gray horse (David's Passing)." 

The race was far from over. After the 
17th, Song of Songs began to open up, 
drawing away by as much as 20 lengths. 
In hot pursuit were Cabral, Joe's O.K. 
and Push and Pull. 

Fisher, anticipating that the pace 
would be set by a known quantity such 
as Von Csadek, had originally planned 
to make his move at the last fence. With 
Von Csadek out of action and Song of 
Songs now advancing rapidly in front, 
that plan had to be scrapped. "Song of 
Songs, I didn't expect to be there, so I 
let (the plan) go," he said. 

After the 19th, the water jump, Fish¬ 
er stepped on the accelerator and Push 
and Pull responded with a burst of 
speed that carried him past Joe's O.K. 
and Cabral in short order. 

Heading into the 21st, it was all Song 
of Songs and Push and Pull. 

"At the third to last fence, he 
jumped well. . . I knew Charlie Fenwick 
was on a tired horse (Song of Songs), 
but I was on a tired horse, too. It was 
just a question of whether I could catch 
him," Fisher explained. 

So it was that the two leaders 
rounded the turn for home, one of 
them—Song of Songs—flagging visibly 
(it was later discovered that the mare's 
palate had become "trapped," ren¬ 
dering deep breathing difficult). 

Push and Pull, exhausted, led over 
the last fence and still managed to hold 
off Same Echelon in the stretch. 

While the Williamses rejoiced, the 
Worralls waxed philosophic. "Another 
day, another race; we feel very fortu¬ 
nate with the luck we've had," said 
Douglas Worrall, whose goal is another 
Maryland Hunt Cup and another at¬ 
tempt at that elusive double. □

New Jersey 

■ Awesome is the word for New Jersey- 
bred Missy's Mirage's spring cam¬ 
paign. 

The 4-year-old filly who races for her 
breeders Joseph and William Stavola's 
Middletown Stable won back-to-back 
Grade 1 stakes at Belmont Park. 

Leading all the way, she scored by a 
nose in the May 9 Shuvee Handicap, 
then came back to an even more im¬ 
pressive three-length victory in the 
Hempstead Handicap on May 31. 

"This might be the best horse I've 
trained," said Hall of Fame trainer Al¬ 
len Jerkens, paying the ultimate com¬ 
pliment, after Missy's Mirage's Hemp¬ 
stead win. Although the track was 
"pure slop," Missy's Mirage set a new 
stakes record, getting the mile and an 
eighth in :22^/5, :45V5, liOSVs, 
and 1:47. 

Missy's Mirage has won four of five 
starts in 1992, her other victories com¬ 
ing in the Correction Handicap and 
Life's Magic Stakes. She was second in 
this year's Distaff Handicap-G2. Also a 
top performer at 2 and 3, the daughter 
of Stop the Music—First Mirage by Riva 
Ridge has won 12 of 23 lifetime tries, 
including seven stakes, and earned 
$694,448. 


■ One of the best 2-year-old fillies to 
emerge so far this season is New Jersey- 
bred D'Accordress. 

A daughter of D'Accord and the Ice- 
capade mare Quick Results, bred by 
Christine Connelly's Bright View Farm 
in Columbus, she was sold for $5,5(X) at 
the 1991 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Sep¬ 
tember Yearling sale. 

Since breaking her maiden in her 
first try, a maiden special at Aqueduct 
on April 14, D'Accordress has won two 
stakes—the Priscilla at Suffolk on May 
3, and Belmont's June 3 Moccasin 
Stakes. Carrying high weight of 121 
pounds in the Moccasin, she gave at 
least three pounds to each of her six 
rivals, but scored decisively, by two and 
three-quarter lengths. D'Accordress, 
who has earnings of $64,640, races for 
owner John Boiko, and is trained by 
John F. Dowd. 

■ Arthur Winkler has succeeded Rob¬ 
ert J. Quigley as president and chief op¬ 
erating officer of Garden State Park, 
and president of its parent company. 
International Thoroughbred Breeders 
Inc. (ITB). 

Winkler, 48, of West Windsor, has 
served since 1988 as a director, vice- 
president and chief operating officer of 
ITB and as the race track's vice-presi¬ 
dent under Quigley. He joined Garden 


State during its early stages of recon¬ 
struction in 1983, when hired by Quig¬ 
ley as the director of administration 
and chief counsel. 

Quigley, who will remain on ITB's 
board of directors, resigned to become 
president and chief operating officer of 
Retama Park Association, Inc., which is 
establishing a race track in San An¬ 
tonio, Tex. 

■ Last year's champion New Jersey- 
bred 2-year-old filly Squirm tried grass 
for the first time in Delaware Park's May 
24 Christiana Breeders' Cup, and 
found that surface to her liking. 

Coming from just off the pace, she 
triumphed by a length and three-quar¬ 
ters, while sharing high weight of 120 
pounds with runner-up and odds-on 
favorite Favored Lady. 

Squirm (by Two Davids—Mother 
Fletcher by Fappiano) races for her 
breeder Stanley L Joselson, and is 
trained by Robert Camac. Her latest of 
five career stakes wins boosted her life¬ 
time earnings to $182,681. 

Delaware 

■ William C. Lickle's Victorian Hill 
achieved a remarkable feat in winning 
the Iroquois Steeplechase Handicap at 
Percy Warner Park near Nashville, 
Tenn., for the second year in a row. 

Steeplechasing's all-time leading 
money-earner with earnings of 
$526,240, the 7-year-old gelding 
trained by Janet Elliot had major colon 
surgery last fall. Mr. and Mrs. Lickle, of 
Wilmington, Del., responded with 
keen emotion as Victorian Hill sus¬ 
tained a long battle with Warm Spell 
and prevailed over rapidly-closing run¬ 
ner-up Mistico to win by a length and 
three-quarters. Ridden by Blythe Mil¬ 
ler, he carried 168 pounds over a firm 
but forgiving turf in a good time of 
5:3H/5. "I cried, 1 actually cried," said 
Lickle. "My wife cried and even Janet 
(Elliot) cried." 

Pennsylvania 

■ Gov. Bob Casey presented a procla¬ 
mation to Larry I. Littman at the Penn- 
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sylvania Horse Breeders Association's 
13th annual Iroquois Awards Dinner, 
in recognition of Littman's having bred 
the first Pennsylvania-bred Kentucky 
Derby winner. 

In the Governor's words, Littman is 
"forever linked to the Derby and Penn¬ 
sylvania history as the breeder of this 
outstanding horse. We appreciate your 
support of the Commonwealth's breed¬ 
ing industry." 

Special recognition at the awards 
dinner also went to George Straw- 
bridge, who bred five 1991 stakes win¬ 
ners including state-bred champions 
Selkirk and Turgeon. 

■ Just Like Jo continues to beat the 
odds. The 10-year-old horse who does 
double duty as a race horse and stallion 
for his owner Francis Puleo, of Kimber- 
ton, now has two stakes winners from 
his first crop consisting of four regis¬ 
tered foals. 

The Beak, a 3-year-old gelding bred 
and owned by Daryl and Dawn Beak- 
ler, helped his sire achieve that rare dis¬ 
tinction when he captured the May 24 
Danzig Stakes at Penn National. Unde¬ 
feated in two starts, both at 3, The Beak 
led all the way and scored by three 
lengths in his stakes debut. The Beak is 
out of the Our Pro mare Genie's a Pro. 
He is the first runner that the Beaklers, 
who train ten horses at their farm in 
Jonestown, have bred and raised. 

■ Logan's Mist became the first stakes 
winner for her sire Brogan when she 
scored by more than seven lengths in 
the May 10 Iris Stakes at Philadelphia 
Park. The 3-year-old filly owned and 
trained by Pimlico-based Francis P. 
Campitelli set every fraction en route to 
an $18.40 upset, and recorded her fifth 
win in ten lifetime starts. Her earnings 
are $56,223. 

Brogan, a handsomely-bred son of 
Nijinsky II—Drumtop by Round Table, 
stands at Judy Tagg's Oak Springs Farm 
in Cochranville. 

■ George Strawbridge's horses contin¬ 
ue to light up the globe. Selkirk, a 
Group 1 winner at 3 last year, made his 
1992 debut in the Juddmonte Lockinge 
Stakes-G2 at Newbury, England, on 
May 15, and scored by an authoritative 
two and a half-lengths. Described in a 
Blood-Horse account as "probably the 
best miler in Europe," Selkirk (Sharpen 
Up-GB—Annie Edge-Ire by Nebbiolo) 
was one of two winners the Cochran¬ 
ville (Pa.) ownerA)reeder had at New¬ 
bury that day. 


A half-hour later, the team of Straw- 
bridge, trainer Ian Balding and rider 
Ray Cochrane was back in the winner's 
circle with Virginia-bred Saratoga 
Source (Saratoga Six—Exotic Source by 
The Minstrel), who captured the listed 
Vodafone Group Trial Stakes. 

A week after that, Strawbridge's 
homebred 4-year-old Caveat filly Rat¬ 
ings annexed Pimlico's Lady Baltimore 
Handicap. Trained by Jonathan Shep¬ 
pard and ridden by Strawbridge's 
nephew Charles C. Fenwick III, Ratings 
came from off the pace in the mile and a 
sixteenth turf event to win by two 
lengths in a final time of l:4(P/5, three- 
fifths of a second slower than the 
course record. 

■ Her homebred Newport Hero's vic¬ 
tory on May 25 at Fair Hill was an espe¬ 
cially sentimental one for Mrs. Miles 
Valentine, of Unionville (Pa.). The 
4-year-old Assert (Ire) gelding scored 
by five lengths as odds-on favorite in 
the novice stakes named for Mrs. Valen¬ 
tine's late husband. Miles Valentine, 
who died in 1978 at age 71, was a lead¬ 
ing participant in the sport for many 
years. Mrs. Valentine, who in 1983 was 
honored with the prestigious F. Am¬ 
brose Clark award for her contributions 
to steeplechasing, continues to main¬ 
tain an active stable with the Valen¬ 
tines' longtime trainer W. Burling 
Cocks. 

Virginia 

■ Foundation broodmare Hildene was 
inducted into the Virginia Equine Hall 
of Fame at the Virginia Thoroughbred 
Association's 15th annual awards din¬ 
ner. 

Dam of five stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing First Landing, Hill Prince and Third 
Brother, Hildene was responsible for 
the late Christopher Chenery be¬ 
coming a breeder of "good horses, not 
just horses," in the words of D.G. Van 
Chef, who gave the induction speech. 

Melville Church II also gained a 
place in the Hall of Fame for his contri¬ 
butions to racing over a long career. 
Church, a leading breeder in the state 
for a number of years, was instrumen¬ 
tal in the founding and continued oper¬ 
ation of the VTA. 

Former football star Sam Huff 
served as master of ceremonies at the 
dinner, and Robert P. Levy, chairman of 
the board of Atlantic City, delivered the 
keynote address. Levy gave his opinion 
that racing can be very successful in 
Virginia, but warned against making 
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the "big mistakes." Efforts to launch 
new race tracks have failed because the 
tracks were placed where there was no 
market, the public was not educated 
about gambling and physical plants 
were built on too large a scale, he said. 
In addition. Levy stressed the need for 
education for all segments of the indus¬ 
try; track employees, fans and horse¬ 
men. 

Twenty-year-old Val de I'Orne (Fr) 
received Thoroughbred Publications' 
Virginia Sire Award as the outstanding 
stallion standing in Virginia during the 
1991 season. Standing at Rockburn 
Farm near Marshall, Val de I'Orne had 
the best percentage of winners from 
starters among stallions in the state last 
year (50 percent) and also led the list for 
progeny earnings ($899,072). 

Other awards went to Count On 
Bonnie (Howell E. Jackson broodmare 
award); Paul Mellon-bred Gold of Au¬ 
tumn, top-weighted Virginia-bred filly 
on the Experimental Free Handicap; 


and male counterpart Richard of Eng¬ 
land, bred by the estate of Mary E. Tip¬ 
pett. 

■ Rocketts Mill Farm reports the death 
of Contare, who was humanely de¬ 
stroyed May 20 due to injuries suffered 
in an accident in the breeding shed. 
One of Virginia's perennial leading 
sires, 16-year-old Contare (Naskra— 
Uno Due Tre) has been represented by 
seven stakes winners. He ranked 
among Virginia's leading sires of 
2-year-olds in 1991, and was sixth on 
the progeny earnings list. 

Contare won the Paumonok and 
Sporting Plate Handicaps and placed in 
the Fort Marcy Handicap-G3, earning 
$352,106. 

He was booked to 27 mares this sea¬ 
son and covered 17, ten of whom were 
pronounced in foal as of early June. 

■ Newstead Farm is long gone. But the 
legacy of the world-class breeding es¬ 
tablishment founded many years ago 
by the late Taylor Hardin lives on. One 


of the current top 3-year-olds in Europe 
is Kitwood, a Nureyev colt owned by 
Sheikh Mohammed bin Rashid al Mak- 
toum. The Virginia-bred colt annexed 
the Prix Jean Prat-Gl at Longchamp on 
May 31, and before that the Prix Match- 
em at Evry.

50 Years Ago... 

■ To facilitate compliance with 
wartime regulations and restrictions, 
the MHBA office became the chief 
clearing house for horse van operators 
in Maryland, Virginia and 
Pennsylvania. With branches in 
Warrenton and Philadelphia, the 
clearing house attempted to 
consolidate less-than-full vanloads 
and eliminate duplication of 
movement. Field secretary/editor 
Humphrey S. Finney's newest title: 
Co-ordinator of Traffic. 

■ In the absence of a direct order to 
the contrary, Maryland's half-mile 
tracks were going ahead with plans to 
hold racing as usual. Although the 
Office of Defense Transportation had 
requested that fairs be called off, it 
neither made cancellation mandatory 
nor mentioned racing, pro or con. So 
Hagerstown, Bel Air, Cumberland, 
Marlboro and Timonium anticipated 
running the full summer circuit. 

■ Local horse shows also continued 
on their pre-war schedule, a fact 
reflected on the cover, which showed 
Gratteurchino clearing a seven-foot 
fence at the Columbus show to equal 
the local record. Horse shows covered 
in the magazine included Edge- 
O-Pines, Doughoregan Manor, 
Wicomico Hunt, Sherwood and St. 
Margaret's. 

■ In his "Saddle Bag," the editor 
described current transportation: 

"June 1. From Seaford (Del.), set out 
for Baltimore this morning, taking 
one bus to Harrington, another across 
to Wye Mills in Talbot County, 
another to the Matapeake Ferry and 
yet another up to Baltimore and a cab 
out to Towson. One thinks of the 
Biblical character who reported being 
'beaten with staves.' We appreciate 
how he felt." 


30 Years Ago... 

■ The newly enacted Maryland-bred 
Fund program was gradually evolving 
under the direction of a five-man 
advisory committee to the Maryland 
Racing Commission. Serving on the 
committee were Carle A. Jackson, 


• • • 


representing the Commission, Frank 
J. Brady (mile tracks), John Heil 
(minor tracks), Stuart S. Janney Jr. 
and Snowden Carter (MHBA). 

Among the group's first actions were 
recommendations for breeder and 
stallion bonuses and announcement 
of a Fund program for the upcoming 
minor track season. 

■ Blarney, the Howard County farm 
developed by Rigan McKinney, was 
now owned by H.L. Welsh, who 
leased its facilities to trainer Judy 
Johnson. The second woman in the 
country to hold a trainer's license and 
the only one ever granted a jockey's 
license, Johnson hoped to establish a 
breaking/training/R & R operation on 
the farm's 102 acres. 

■ Hard by the private airport serving 
the 18-hole golf course (18 more 
under construction) at Samuel M. 
Pistorio's Turf Valley Country Club, 
farm manager George Thomas tended 
three stallions and a small broodmare 
band. Just ten years earlier, Thomas 
had waded in from Route 40 through 
a submerged front field to inspect the 
place with his boss. As Pistorio 
became more involved with the 
burgeoning country club complex and 
his many other projects, he dispersed 
his horse holdings in 1959. But three 
years later he was buying broodmares 
and talking about building more 
barns. 


10 Years Ago... 

■ Binoculars in hand, Janice Retler 
appeared on the cover in a patrol 
judge's stand at Laurel. The 30-year- 
old daughter of Fasig-Tipton 
auctioneer Ralph Retler was the first 
woman to occupy that position at a 
Maryland race track. 

■ The illustrious racing silks of Oden 
Bowie, the post-Civil War governor of 
Maryland who raced a premier stable 
and was a founder of Pimlico, were 
revived by his grandson and 
namesake, the secretary of the State 
Senate. "I figured 1 was getting along 
in age, and I was ready to take the 
big gamble," said Oden Bowie, the 
67-year-old master of Fairview Farm 
in Prince Georges County, the Bowie

family seat for more than 200 years. 
Bowie's racing stable, which had 
recently doubled to two horses, was 
trained by Norman A. (Bootie) 
Johnson. 

■ Although he never showed up at 
the barn in the mornings, van driver 
George Clarke was credited with 
training the winners of three $50,000 
juvenile stakes. Because Bernie Bond 
hated to travel and Clarke was 
licensed in New York, the Maryland 
trainer deputized the horse 
transporter to saddle Singing Susan at 
Woodbine and Belmont and Gala 
Jubilee at Belmont. Never a publicity 
seeker. Bond was delighted with the 
arrangement. 

■ If the jump from physicist to horse 
trainer appears a long one, Carl 
Kettenbach had apparently reached 
that goal successfully. For the past 
eight years, Kettenbach had 
contended with all the typical 
problems of training his own small 
stable—getting stalls, finding good 
help and staying in business. Then, 
in November, 1981, Carl Freeman sent 
him Golden Wage, an underachiever 
with great potential. Kettenbach's 
infinite patience in tracking down a 
solution to her problems was 
rewarded when the 3-year-old 
daughter of Gold and Myrrh won the 
Pearl Necklace Stakes at Laurel in 
June. 

■ In a reversal of the usual form, 
MHBA Yearling Show judge Danny 
Perlsweig picked a live one when he 
pinned Hal C.B. Clagett's John 
Alden—Ambitious Ace filly grand 
champion of the event. Named 
Alden's Ambition, she went on to win 
six stakes and $326,820.

Editorial 


The need for major track leadership 

As a result of several contemporaneous developments—a 
dramatic acceleration in the use of simulcasting to market races and a 
continually worsening contraction in the supply of horses to pro¬ 
duce races—the Thoroughbred racing industry has entered an era of 
ominous uncertainty. In the background, reinforcing the portentous 
mood, are such potentially problematic public relations issues as 
backstretch social conditions, the use of medications, and animal 
welfare. 

During stressful eras in an industry as powerful as racing, one 
would expect some national trade association—united behind a clear 
blueprint for the future—to meet challenges of this kind in stride. 
Yet, for whatever reason, major Thoroughbred tracks have never 
been willing to accept complete responsibility for the marketing, 
economic health or ultimate destiny of this sport. While there is a 
national association representing race tracks, there is no such blue¬ 
print and no such unity. 

Within the vacuum tugs-of-war occur between worthy organi¬ 
zations—albeit somewhat tangential—willing to lead. These include 
The Jockey Club, proud keeper of the breed registry, comprised, 
quite justifiably, of a self-perpetuating elite, and the Association of 
Racing Commissioners International, the national organization of 
state pari-mutuel regulators, most of whose members are governors' 
appointees. It can be argued that neither group is appropriately 
positioned to lead racing. 

In today's unsettled economic climate, the interests of all race 
tracks are not identical, any more than the interests of all colleges 
and universities in the National Collegiate Athletic Association 
(NCAA) are identical regarding national television. As a result, ma¬ 
jor division one schools established the College Football Association 
(CFA) to represent their special interests. Today, the NCAA is stron¬ 
ger than ever, and even doubters admit that the CFA benefits college 
football across the board. 

There will always be sufficient lovers of the breed to maintain 
the integrity of the Thoroughbred registry, and there will always be 
sufficient political appointees willing to regulate all kinds of racing. 
But it's time that a comprehensive approach to racing's present, and 
future, was developed by major tracks. No other group within the 
industry has as much right to assure breeders and horsemen that 
there will be an economic climate for the operation of race tracks in 
the future.
